SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. 
<AP) — • President "Nixon 
flashed the go-ahead Wednes¬ 
day for a six-year, $5.5-billion 
space shuttle program Intend¬ 
ed to bolster the sagging Unit¬ 
ed States aerospace industry 
and ultimately usher in an 
era of routine space travel by 
laymen.

C A P K KENNEDY, Ha. 
(AP> — The United Staten 
apa< e agency xald Wednesday 
there in a "distinct possibili¬ 
ty” the A|H)IIo 16 moon flight 
will be delayed from March 
II until April because of a

spaceship separation system. 

The postponement would bo 
until the next favorable moon 
launch period, which begins 
April 16. 


After meeting with National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration officials, Nixon 
said he decided that "the 
United States should proceed 
at once with the development 
of an entirely new type of 
space transjiortation system 
designed to help transform 
the space frontier of the 1970s 
into familiar territory, easily 





accessible for human endeav¬ 
or in the 1980s and '908.’* 

Because the vehicle can 
Shuttle rejjeatedly from Earth 
to orbit and back, Nixon said, 
"it will revolutionize transpor¬ 
tation into near space by rou- 
tinizing it; It will take the as¬ 
tronomical costs out of as¬ 
tronautics.”

HOUSTON (UPI)—Donald (Deke) Slayton, 
director of flight crew operations for U.S. astro¬ 
nauts, said Wednesday Nixon’s approval of the 
space shuttle project saved the American manned 
spaceflight program. 

“If they ('didn’t approve it, I guess we could 
have all gone fishing,” said Slayton, one of the 
original seven astronauts. “It means we’re gonna 
have a long-range program, which Is pretty damn 
important. But it doesn’t mean any more flights for 
any of our guys immediately.” 


Besides scientific; and mili¬ 
tary applications, the space 
shuttle program will involve 
the direct employment of 
50.QQ0.. in the aerospace in¬ 
dustry. hit hard by the gradu¬ 
al closing out of the Apollo 
program, said NASA adminis¬ 
trator James Fletcher. About 
half the jobs will be on the 
West Coast and the bulk of 


these will be in southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Initial contracts won’t be let 
until this summer, but 
Fletcher said most major 
aerospace companies will 
share in the shuttle program. 
He specifically mentioned Mc¬ 
Donnell - Douglas. Grumman 
General Dynamics, Boeing. 
North American Rockwell and 


Lockheed as firms that "prob¬ 
ably will be involved.” 

Fletcher's deputy, Georg* 
Low, said the shuttle craft 
probably- will be equipped 
with a docking mechanism 
compatible with the docking 
system of Soviet spacecraft^ 
a development whjcb. .he said

MOSCOW — Vladimir Bu¬ 
kovsky, who has been in and 
out. of prisons, labor camps 
and mental hospitals eight 
years, was sentenced to pris- 
’on again Wednesday for ac¬ 
tions “aimed at undermining 
and weakening Soviet power." 

The 29-year-old Bukovsky is 
best known in the West for his 
efforts to inform Western psy¬ 
chiatrists of the Soviet gov¬ 
ernment's practice of forcibly 
detaining sane political pris¬ 
oners in insane asylums. 

The Soviet news agency 
Tass rejorted Bukovsky re¬ 
ceived the maximum term of 
seven years imprisonment 
arid five year s internal exile. 

The .sentence consisted of 
two year* in prison, file 
years in a labor camp a lid 
five additional years in exile 
Bukovsky already lias served 
three years in labor • camps 
and two in insane asylums for 
his political activities. 

Burkovsky was arrested 
last March and thus will be 
eligible for release in 198!;. 
Convicted Soviet dissidents 


are rarely given pardons qg 
paroles.

William Irwin, commission 
superintendent, said Wednes¬ 
day the- inquiries will deter¬ 
mine whether or not the On¬ 
tario holding company violat¬ 
ed B.C.'s insider trading legis¬ 
lation in its dealings in shares 
Of B.C.-based Kaiser Re¬ 
sources. 

* The shares transaction was 
reported Wednesday by the 
Wall Street Journal. The Jour¬ 
nal said the crucial question 
is whether the Kaiser execu¬ 
tives sold their shares at a 
profit on the basis of insider 
information that Kaiser Re¬ 
sources coal production in 
B.C. was "falling lar short of 
expectations.” 

The original offering of 
Kaiser Resources shares was 
made at $12. The shares trad¬ 
ed as high as $22.25. but are 
selling now at about $4 a 
share. 

Irwin said he*has directed 
his Inquiries to the Ontario 
Securities Commission. He 
said he wants to know the 
names of the sharelidlders of

The delta-wing shuttle craft 
will take off like a rocket, 
dump It* booster pods into the 
ocean, then go into orbit like 
a spaceship. It will land like 
an airplane after discarding 
in space its major fuel tank. 

The shuttle will be able to 
stay in orbit up to 30 days, 
and usually will carry a crew 
of two plus two passengers. 
•Rut officials said it could be 
equipped to carry a ^o/.en 
more passengers. 

The White House announce¬ 
ment said: 

"The Interior of the shuttle 
will be pressurized so that 
passengers and crew can tra¬ 
vel In shirtsleeves comfort 
without Ipaceshfts. No special 
flight training would be re¬ 
quired for passengers, mak¬ 
ing it possible to send scien¬ 
tists. doctors, artists, pho¬ 
tographers into space. "

Spokesman said two girls 
aged 13 and 16 and two. men 
aged 29 and 31 were taken to 
a ixiepita] following the ex¬ 
plosion in the Falls Road 
area. He said their injuries 
were not serious.

Indian officials said 
Wednesday more than 
one million East Bengali 
war refugees already had 
i-eturned to their home¬ 
land, while a United Na¬ 
tions envoy flew to Isla¬ 
mabad with the mission 
of finding out the status 
of Bengali leader Sheik 
Mujibur Rahman. 

Deputy rehabilitation secre¬ 
tary C. L. Deb told UPI corre- 
s|x>ndent l>ee Rudakewych in 
Calcutta that 992,000 of the 
civil war refugees were 
known to have left India be¬ 
tween the Pakistani surrender 
in East Bengal Dec. 16 and 
Tuesday night. 

Deb said the number of 
those repatriated Wednesday 
w«>uld at least equal the 71,311 
who crossed the border Tues¬ 
day. pushing the total well 
above the one million mark 
and leaving about 8.7 million 
refugees still In India. 

In Islamabad, special UN 
envoy Dr. Vittorio Winspeare- 
Guicciardi arrived from the 
former East Pakistan capital 
of Dacca. He told newsmen 
that he would attempt to see 
Khimin, whose Awami 
league aides have been in¬ 
stalled as the independent 
govemment'of Bangladesh in 
the east. Rahman is being 
held under house arrest in 
Rawalpindi’s presidential pal¬ 
ace. 

Wlnspeare-Guicciardl is on 
the subcontinent to look into 
humanitarian affairs under 
the auspices of the UN secre¬ 
tary general and Security 
Council sources close to his 
party said that “item No. I on 
his agenda is his talks with 
India and the Bangladesh gov¬ 
ernment has been the sheik.” 
who has been promised re¬ 
lease soon. 

President Zylifikar Ali 
Bhutto, who has yet to meet 
an Indian demand that he re¬ 
cognize the existence of Bang¬ 
ladesh as a nation apart from 
Pakistan, has said that, he 
wants to have a further round 
of talks with the Bengali lead¬ 
er before the release.

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Warlord Goes A-Wooing 


•R UTHLESSNESS HAS ALWAYS been a char- 
-Lv acteristic of Ct 


Chinese politics. Since the days 
of the Han dynasty intrigue, assassination and civil 
wars have enlivened the history of this ancient peo¬ 
ple. The years of the warlords and their rivalries in 
this century were no less violent, and it has been 
only through strength and determination, coupled 
with exceptional ferocity, that such men as Mar¬ 
shal Chiang Kai-shek and General Mao Tse-tung 
were able to stabilize the realm — and then only 
precariously. 

Marshal Chiang, at the head of the XIXth 
Route Army, marched north during the Shanghai 
incident in 1932. 

It was he, and his disciplined troops, who kept 
the Kuomintang in power. And when the Japanese 
dismembered the country, it was Chiang Kai-shek 
who . assumed power as head of state, and main¬ 
tained it credibility! ‘ 

Hjs ally in adversity was Mao Tse-tung, a man 
equally tenacious, ruthless and adroit. But he had 
the backing of the Kremlin which made him the 
more formidable leader. It was only a question of 
time until the marshal's tired Nationalists were 
devoured by the hungry Communists. 

Then, in a murderous purge, the chairman of 
the Communist Party consolidated his position, 
having driven his rival to sanctuary in Formosa 
behind the United States 7th Fleet’s big guns and 
planes. 

Chairman Mao recognized, of course, his de¬ 
pendence on the military’ arm of government. It 
was possibly in an attempt to create a non-military 
popular front for his security that Chairman Mao 
organized and loosed upon the country the hys¬ 
terical Red Guard. 

But at that time his authority was not threat¬ 
ened by any military man. It was the nominal head 
of-state, Liu Sbao-chi, he suspected of entertaining 


designs upon his leadership. Perhaps to keep the 
military happy, Chairman Mao nominated Lin 
Piao, marshal xrf his armies, as his successor, and 
consolidated himself further by accepting Chou En¬ 
tail as the prime minister of the government — 
pfobably the wisest thing he ever did. 

What developed then is still hidden from the 
world, but it seems likely that Marshal Lin may 
have, engaged in a test of strength with his old 
comrade and found him just as tough as he was 
when he fought the Japanese. In any event the 
marshal vanished and Chairman Mao reappeared 
in public to reassure his followers who naa . erhaps 
begun to suspect that he was no longer invulnera¬ 
ble. 

If, as seems probable, there were deep anr 
dangerous differences net ween Chairn:?n Mao »r.d 
Marshal Lin it would be natural if there was es¬ 
trangement between the civil and military authori¬ 
ty. Now the storm-scarred leader is trying to heal 
wounds and smooth away reproaches. 

The Communist Party and state council have 
issued a call for a national effort “to strengthen 
the unity between the arm}' and the government.” 

That means that Chairman Mao and state 
council chief Chou En-lai are jointly making over¬ 
tures to the military organization. 

The generals will be happy to know that any 
wavering in their loyalty has been forgiven — al¬ 
though it will not have been forgotten — and that 
once again they are needed. 

Chairman Mao lost face" with Pakistan's humil¬ 
iation and it can be expected he may be planning 
something impressive to restore damaged prestige. 
He may not want to march against India again, in 
view of the Soviet Union’s involvement there, but 
there is always Formosa. He would like once and 
for all to put an end to Marshal Chiang’s execrable 
aspirations. 


Dangerous Exploitation 


CONNER OR LATER it will be necessary -to ne- 
>J gotiate world-wide agreements for the preser¬ 
vation of the fisheries resources so necessary for 
the survival of mankind. And if wisdom is to pre¬ 
vail over greed, the sooner the better. 

The fear is that with new and highly sophis¬ 
ticated equipment and without some sort of re¬ 
straint, modern-day fishermen will so deplete the 
ocean population that it will be unable to recover 
by natural processes. 

Already some species are In jeopardy. And, 
like some varieties of whale, may shortly be 
beyond restoration. , 

Russian builders are now operating a 43,000- 
ton fish factory ship on trials. She is far bigger 
than anything of her type seen off the Pacific 
Coast, or anywhere else. Vostock will be able to 
stay at sea for six months, searching out the breed¬ 
ing grounds with helicopters and infra-red pho¬ 
tography and locating shoals for harvesting 
hundreds of feet below the surface. She carries 
fourteen 60-ton trawlers on her decks, and when 
she finds her quarry she will release them. The 
fear is that it will be impossible to be selective, that 
the trawlers will scoop up everything, from imma¬ 
ture herring to cod, haddock and ground fish. 
Nothing will escape. 


There is nothing new about factory ships. 
They have beert operating for years. But inevitably 
they become more and more efficient, and more 
numerous, and the limitation of their operation 
becomes a matter for serious concern. 

As the world grows hungrier it becomes more 
necessary to practice conservation. Statistical pro¬ 
jections warn that perhaps within the next century 
the world land crop potential will be totally inade¬ 
quate to feed the population. Scientists are looking 
to the sea for new areas for cultivation and for 
methods not only to sustain the fisheries but to 
enlarge them. 

At the moment man’s ingenuity in harvesting 
the seas is far ahead of his capacity or his desire to 
nourish and expand their potential. 

Hopefully his attitude will change, for the 
deeper penetration of the modern trawler fleets, 
coupled with the pace of pollution in this environ¬ 
ment, poses an increasingly pressing problem. 

Canada, to whose people the fishing industry 
Is economically important, should take a lead in 
searching out the means for its protection. It is not 
revenue alone, however, which makes the problem 
urgent, but the maintenance of food sources in the 
face of vastly expanding demand. 


The West Wears an Ugly Face 


P RESIDENT Nixon's ar¬ 
rangement to visit Peking 
threatens Japan with political 
encirclement by an entente 
between the United States and 
China. The point has been 
driven home by the Chinese 
government’s indictment of 
Japan, in strong language, as 
an impenitent aggressor. 

Since then. Japan's pros¬ 
pects of agreement with 
China have been worsened by 
the American government’s 
success in inducing Prime 
Minister Sato’s government to 
co-sponsor the American un¬ 
successful proposal, to the 
United Nations Assembly, 
that the Peking government 
should be admitted to mem¬ 
bership *of the UN and should 
take China’s seat on the coun¬ 
cil without prejudice to the 
Taipei government’s mem¬ 
bership of the UN. Japan has 
thu$ been made to share both 
the odium of the American 
proposal and the humiliation 
of its defeat. 

r ★ * ★ 

Finally* the goodwill tour of 
the emperor and empress in 
EdWpe was unkindly marred 
by some hostile demon¬ 
strations. and a book, accus¬ 
ing the emperor preposterous¬ 
ly of being Japan’s major war 
criminal, was published si¬ 
multaneously in the United 
States. 

This is a great deal for a 
proud and sensitive people to 
have to bear All at once. 
There is, therefore, likely to 
be an “agonizing reapprais¬ 
al," in Japan, of her relations 
with the West and with the 
rest of the world, particularly 
with China. If so. this will he 
the third time within the last 
four centuries that Japan will 
have had to take stock of her 
international position. 

Her original encounter with 
« the West in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury led her. in the seven¬ 
teenth century, to withdraw 
into isolation. Her second en¬ 
counter with the West in the 
nineteenth century led* her to 
re-emerge from her self-im-

posed withdrawal. What now? 

The Japanese found six¬ 
teenth-century Western civili¬ 
zation exciting and attractive. 
They liked firearms and they 
liked Roman Catholic Chris¬ 
tianity; but further experience 
convinced them that the polit- 
ical imperialism and, religious 
fanaticism of the early mod¬ 
em Westerners were serious 
menaces to Japan’s security. 
Japan, they feared, might be 
subjugated by Spain with the 
aid of a fifth colum of Jajta- 
nese converts to the attractive 
Western religion. Japan’s 
drastic severance of relations 
with the rest of the world was 
her expedient for forestalling 
the national disaster that she 
dreaded. 

Japan re-emerged from her 
isolation when she found 
that her old-fashioned seven¬ 
teenth - century armaments 
could not keep the new¬ 
fangled nineteenth-century ar-' 
maments at arm’s length. 

She saw that she must now 
acquire nineteenth-century ar¬ 
maments if she were not to 
succumb to the West after all. 
She also saw that nineteenth- 
century armaments required 
nineteenth-century techno¬ 
logy, and that Japan could not 
become a match for the West 
technologically if she did not 
step out of her isolation into 
the Westernized modem 
world. Japan took this de¬ 
cision in 1868 when she made 
the Meiji Revolution. 

In 1868 die West seemed 
easy to size up. Obviously the 
West was then still just as 
bellicose as it had been four 
centuries earlier. The year 
1868 was only three years 
later than the end of the san¬ 
guinary American civil war of 
1861-5. and only two years 
later than the end of the Eu¬ 
ropean wars of 1850-1866, 
which had brought Italy and 
Germany to the verge of com¬ 
pleting their national unifica¬ 
tion by force. 

Nearer home. 1868 was just 
over a quarter of a century 


later than the end of the 
Opium War. in which Britain 
had attacked China and de¬ 
feated her humiliatingly. 
Since the date at which Japan 
had cut her communications 
with the West, Western tech¬ 
nology had forged ahead and 
had been applied to ar¬ 
maments. These had conse¬ 
quently become more lethal, 
but at the same time the 
Western way of making war 
had become less inhumane. 

Western wars had become 
contests between soldiers in 
uniform, and civilians had 
been exempted from being vic¬ 
timized — altogether in 
theory, and to a large extent 
even in practice. This had be- 
'come possible because West¬ 
ern religion had ceased to be 
fanatical. Christianity had 
been superseded by national¬ 
ism as the prevalent religion 
of the West, and the European 
wars of 1859-1866 had been 
wars fought for nationalism; 
yet. like the eighteenth-cen¬ 
tury Western wars that had 
been fought for trade, those ol 
1859-1866 had still been “tem¬ 
perate contests’ 1 TGibbon’s 
phrase). In 1868, when Japan 
decided to step out Into the 
Westernized world of the day. 
the state of Western civillza* 
tion looked, on the whole, 
reassuring. 

* * ★ 

How does the West’s state 
look now, a century after Ja¬ 
pan’s latest previous stocktak¬ 
ing? Since 1914. the Western 
peoples have thrown their civ¬ 
ilization into the melting-pot. 
Western warfare has become 
as uncivilized as it was before 
1700. The distinction between 
combatants and civilians has 
been wiped out — partly by 
the further advance of techno¬ 
logy. but also through the 
practice of deliberate “fright- 
fulness’’: by the Germans in 
both World Wars, by the Brit¬ 
ish “Black and Tans” in Ire¬ 
land. by toe French in Al¬ 
geria. by die Americans in 
Vietnam. 


Western warfare has been 
re-barbarized, but. at toe 
same time. Western armies 
have ceased to be invincible. 
This was demonstrated -by 
Japan herself in 1941; it has 
bpen demonstrated since 1945 
still more dramatically in 
Vietnam, where first the 
French and then the Ameri¬ 
cans have been signally de¬ 
feated by a small, un-indus- 
trialized Southeast Asian 
people. 

> * ★ 

Meanwhile. Western reli¬ 
gion has been re-fanaticized. 
Twentieth - century f r e e-en¬ 
terprisers and Communists 
are as intolerant of each othet 
as sixteenth-century Catholics 
and Protestants, and this re- 
crudescent odium theologicum 
has generated cold-blooded 
atrocities in peacetime, such 
as the genocide committed by 
the Nazis. Moreover, domi¬ 
nant minorities of Europeaq 
race have stuck at nothing in 
their effort to maintain their 
dominance. 

The behavior of the French 
minority in Algeria, the Afri¬ 
kaner and English-speaking 
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O N die domestic scene 1971 
was a relatively quiet 
year. Quiet, that is. in com¬ 
parison with the FLQ crisis 
that shook Canada during the 
lirst year of the seventies. 

While the absence of spec¬ 
tacular violence calmed’ the 
ruffled surface, an undercur¬ 
rent few people anticipated a 
year ago swept across the 
electoral bedrock of the 
country and changed its com¬ 
plexion. 

Slow in finding a coherent 
expression during the tried 
winter months of mushroom¬ 
ing unemployment, the chang¬ 
ing political mood gradually 
crystallized into widespread 
disenchantment with the Tru¬ 
deau regime in the second 
half of the year. 

The first sign of it came in 
June when the Liberals suf¬ 
fered a crushing defeat in the 
Saskatchewan provincial elec¬ 
tion. Though the late Premier 
Ross Thatcher sensed the un¬ 
dercurrent and tried hard to 
dissociate the provincial Lib¬ 
eral Party from the Prairie 
image of the Trudeau regime, 
even the tenuous link of his 
Grit label with Ottawa that 
£fmained in the mind of the 
voter scuttled his administra¬ 
tion. The New Democrats took 
the province because no other 
party offered a viable alterna¬ 
tive. 

While the washout in Alber¬ 
ta could still be blamed on 
Prairie misconceptions or 
misunderstandings of Trudeau 
policies, the poor Grit show¬ 
ing in Ontario made it clear 
that the provincial elections 
were reflecting a national 
trend. 

And when such an ardent 
Trudeau supporter as Joe 
Smallwood couldn’t hold the 
line, it became obvious that

the trend must be shaped by a 
strong undercurrent of elec¬ 
toral disenchantment with 
more than just one or two 
specific provincial branches of 
the Liberal Party. 

Had Thatcher been repu¬ 
diated as Trudeau's critic, 
Smallwood would have been 
enthusiastically endorsed as 
one of Trudeau's earliest and 
consistent bankers. 

Coming as it did on the 
heels of Liberal setbacks on 
the Prairies and in Ontario, 
the Grit decline in New¬ 
foundland confirmed toe exis¬ 
tence of a general political 
trend. For when the party 
which holds power federally 
loses ground in four succes¬ 
sive provincial elections, the 
losses cannot be ascribed to 
purely local circumstances. 
They must have a common 
denominator. 

And when in three out of the 
foto> vastly different provinces 
the beneficiary is the party 
that forms the official Opposi¬ 
tion in Ottawa, it cannot be 
mere coincidence. 

This conclusion. drawn 
from this year's provincial 
elections, has been confirmed 
by nation-wide public opinion 
surveys. 

The Trudeau Party (which 
is what the Liberals have be¬ 
come after their 1968 leader¬ 
ship convention) end# d'1970 
with 59 per cent of popu¬ 
lar backing. .The Conserva¬ 
tives. whose standing -nQse- 
dived as a result of their un¬ 
easiness over Trudeau’s in¬ 
vocation of the War Measures 
Act. trailed far behind with 22 
per cent. 

Today the Liberals are 
down to 37 per cent and the 
Conservatives up to 33 per 


cent. This represents a loss of 
22 KcpQt for Trudeau and a 
gain of’11 per cent for Stan¬ 
field in a year. Quite a swing! 

The most obvious reason for 
it is the realization during this 
year of the Trudeau regime’s 
mismanagement of toe econ¬ 
omy and of the systematic 
downgrading of Parliament 
by an qrrogant executive 
which reflects the autocratic 
tendencies of the prime min¬ 
ister. 

Le6s obvious, but perhaps 
almost as important, is the 
growing uneasiness about Mr. 
Trudeau's re-orientation of 
our foreign and defence poli¬ 
cy. While this uneasiness may 
still lie too vague to pin|>oint. 


signs of ,i have I een cropping 
up ton ughout t»:e year and 
particu arly during uie Kosy¬ 
gin visr.. 

Some observers maintain 
that despite its vagueness this 
apprehension could have been 
quite ah important factor in 
the outcome of the Ontario 
election. 

Be that as it may. a marked 
swing of 'the domestic political 
pendulum in 19tl is an unde¬ 
niable fact. Whether the trend 
it denotes will gain or lose 
momentum between now and 
the federal election is unpre¬ 
dictable. What\js predictable 
is that Canada, as we know it, 
would not survive another 
four years of a Trudeau ma¬ 
jority government.

Spurring them on are in¬ 
creasing fears of a worldwide 
energy crisis. Some authori- * 
ties believe it’s already here. 
How much fossil fuel is still 
buried in the earth within 
reach of man at 'reasonable 
cost is a matter of confusing 
— and sobering — statistics. 

★ ★ ★ 

More and more people are 
using more and more gas, oil, 
and coal, often converted to 
electricity, at faster and 
faster rates, the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society says. 

Even with new discoveries 
of resources and constantly 
improving techniques of tap¬ 
ping them, oil men are stay¬ 
ing only 37 years ahead, and 
4 »as men about nine^ years. 
G»al producers say there may 
be enough coal, for 500 more 
years — at least at present 
rates of using it. 

But many conservative ex¬ 
perts, say man will start feel¬ 
ing the fuel or energy pinch 
within a lifetime. And they’re 
seeking new energy sources, 
such as toe sun. 

Available Runpower is in¬ 
credible. The amount of sun¬ 
light falling on the United 
States in two days provides 
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enough energy to outlast all 
the nation’s known remain 
ing reserves of fossil fuel. 

Solar water heaters already 
are in use in Florida and Cali¬ 
fornia.-For a home-size unit, 
a 6-by-8-foot black pan contain¬ 
ing a network of water pipes 
is mounted on the roof to ab¬ 
sorb the sun's heat. An 80- 
gallon tqnk keeps the water 
hot overnight. 

A similar system, covering 
•most of toe roof or the south 
or west wall, may be suf¬ 
ficient to heat a house. One 
solar space heater costing 
S2.500 kebps a Washington•--- 
D.C., home warm* witli only 
occasional supplemental oil- 
heat that costs about $5 for an 
entire winter. 

Refrigerators, or air condi¬ 
tioners can use the sun's 
heat to I i q'u i f y ammonia, 
which then revaporizes into a 
gas. riravyirtg out heat. 

Sunlight can be converted 
directly to electricity with sili¬ 
con cells thin wafers treat¬ 
ed with silicon, arsenic, and 
boron. Big table-size ears 
packed with such cells unfold 
from satellites to keep alive 
their many instruments. 

A similar space sunpower 
collector. 25 square miles, 
orbiting 22.300 rpiles above 
the earth, could supply 10 
million kilowatts of electric 
power, according to one pro¬ 
posal. 

★ ★ * 

The power would be micro- 
waved to earth and caught by 
a 36-square-mile, land-based 
anienna grid and microwaved 
rectifier that would transform 
it into electricity. 

» Another idea envision* a 
31,000-square-mile mosaic of 
solar cells — about equal to 
1 per cent of toe continental 
United States — mounted in 
western desert land. 

Such a solar farming 
scheme, says its inventor, 
would meet the nation's en¬ 
tire-power needs by the year 
1990, and perhaps even bring 
a profit of ,J2.000 per acre from 
otherwise nearly .worthless

Robert Peters, n senior industrial econ¬ 
omist who headed the survey, said by the 
year ?000, CATV will probably have aitered 
North American habits In a way that even 
its moat optimistic dreamers could not have 
imagined when It made its dehut about It 
year ago. 

As originally conceived, cable televialon 
was seen as a method for Improving com¬ 


mercial television reception In fringe areas. 
In the coming decades it will do much more, 
Peters said.

Anglo-Maltese Quarrel 
May Still Be Settled

The deadlock apparently 
continues between Britain 
and Dorn Mintoff. the fiercely 
independent Prime minister 
of tiny Malta. 

But those hoping for in 
eventual settlement of the 
Anglo-Maltese quarrel may 
find some* consolation in the 
fact that the British have re¬ 
plied to Mintoff's militant 
message setting Jan. 15 as 
tlie deadline . for Britain s 
withdrawal of its forces. 

To his opponents, the 56- 
year-old Maltese chief seems 
an excessively impulsive fire¬ 
brand against Britain, which 
has maintained forces on the 
Mediterranean island since. 
1814. 

ir • -*- , ★ 

To his admirers. Mintoff 
is an eloquent-critic of thp 
British establishment in Malta 
and of other aspects of the 
island's social and economic 
life. 

Many Maltese feel the time 
has come to break away from 
economic dependence on the 
British forces, although the 
bases have been a major 
sources of jobs for the island¬ 
ers. 

Instead, new forms of eco¬ 
nomic enterprise must be un- 
' dertaken so that the commun¬ 
ity of 350.000 can sustain it¬ 
self without depending on 
foreigners either military 
men or tourists. 

The Maltese have a proud. 


war-ridden history reaching 
back to pre-Christian times 
when, the Greeki.were among 
tlie initial colonizers of the 
island. 

There were Romans, too. 
and later came the Arabs, 
whose influence helped to 
shape the Maltese language 
and. serves as an essential 
background factor to anyone 
trying to explain tlie possible 
involvement of Libya in 
Malta's future. 

The ceaseless bombing of 
Malta during the Second tVorld 
War was by no means tlie is¬ 
land's first experience of sus¬ 
tained siege conditions.

Four hundred years pre¬ 
viously. Malta had .successful¬ 
ly withstood an epic assault 
by the Turks against the 
Christian Knights of St. John. 

From a tradition of this 
kind, the Maltese evolved a 
national spirit which, after de¬ 
cades of the British presence, 
began reemerging in the 195(1*. 
Mintoff has become its chief 
spokesman in recent years. 

It may be that the British 
have come to take Maltesp 
friendship for granted. Thus 
the eruption of, anti-British 
feeling was probably some¬ 
thing the ordinary Briton ex¬ 
pected less from the Maltese 
than from former colonies in 
Africa and Asia.

Jetliner 

Vortex 

Caught 

Aztec 


VANCOUVER (CP) - An 
American aeronautical scien¬ 
tist said Wednesday vortex 
air turbulence from a jet air¬ 
liner caused the fatal crash of 
a twin-engine Aztec aircraft 
in the Gulf of Georgia off 
Vancouver International Air¬ 
port April 22, 1968. * 

Dr. Jack Neilsen of Los 
Altos Hills, Calif., was testify¬ 
ing before Mr. Justice Peter 
Seaton in B.C. Supreme Court 
in a damage action brought 
by the widows of two passen¬ 
gers killed in the crash. 

The r aircraft plunged into 
the gulf about three mile* off 
the end of the runway, killing 
pilot John Edward Boak and 
his two passengers, Charles 
Raymond Sexton and., Ernest 
Edwin Wilaon. 

The light plane was making 
a landing approach behind a 
Boeing 707 jet airliner when 
the crash occurred. 

Neilsen said scientific stu¬ 
dies of data on all known 
phases of the crash place the 
Aztec six to nine miles behind 
the jet as the airliner reached 
its approximate touchdown 
position over the runway in a 
piactice pass. ITte Aztec’s al¬ 
titude at that point was be¬ 
tween 600 and 700 feet. 

The twin-engine plane at 
this state became caught in 
one of two rotating vortices 
which form ft continuous rib¬ 
bon of turbulence trailing an 
airliner. It was sent out of 
control and crashed, into the 
water, Neilsen said. 

Mrs. Sexton and Mrs. Wil- 
. son are suing the estate of the 
pilot and the transport depart¬ 
ment controller who was on 
duty in the airport tower at 
the time of the crash, claim¬ 
ing the dangerous phenome¬ 
non of "wing-tip \orticea’’ 
from the jet airliner caused 
the crash by entrapping the 
lighter plane. 

Neilsen also told John 
Steeves, courtsel for the estate 
of the Aztec pilQt. that consid¬ 
erably less was known about 
the Vortex phenomenon at the 
time of the crash than is 
known now.

• B.C. Maritime Employ¬ 
ers Association and 3.500 West 
Coast longshoremen (two-year 
contract to expire in August);

31). 

None of the big contracts to 
expire this year was reached 
easily in 1969 and 1970. 

Labor Minister Bryce Mac- 
kasey has suggested in recent 
weeks that workers are going 
to be more concerned with job 
security in the face of tech¬ 
nological change. Coinciden¬ 
tally. the minister now is 
fighting for legislation that 
wbuld give unions the right to 
bargain over the effects on 
their members of innovation 
in industry. 

Union spokesmen are care¬ 
ful not to suggest that money 
is dwindling in importance to 
their followers.

New Gas Line

Now that Finance Minister

new game.' Valuation Da/e 
have been proclaimed and 
we're launched into the # new 
taxes. 

Those in-, the revenue de¬ 
partment whose duty it is to 
fight the final collection wars 
in the courts will have to shar-. 
pen their wits as well as their 
pencils for 197.1 if they want to 
equal or better their past per¬ 
formance. 

For instance, take 1971, 
Herb Gray’* operatives were 
10-0 in the Supreme Court of 
Canada. The previous year 
they won 12 out of 13 cases. In 
all courts, including the tax 
apical board, the exchequer 
court and provincial courts, 
a total of 340 cases — it was 
221-74 for the T-Men with 45 
split verdicts. 

CCH Canadian Limited, a 
Toronto firm, makes a con¬ 
tinuing study of tax and busi¬ 
ness law and provides its sub¬ 
scribers with detailed reports 
of court cases. Its most recent 
release again point* out that 
the onus is always on the tax- 
v payer to show that the reve¬ 
nue department's assessment 
is incorrect. 

There was an increase In 
the number of cases heard, 
340 against 302 in 1970. A 
breakdown shows that 250 
cases in 1971 were heard by 
the tax appeal board (recent¬ 
ly replaced by the tax review 
board) 28 more than In the 
previous year. 

The taxpayer won only 48 of 
«uch appeals, the same 
number as in 1970, the reve¬ 
nue department won 170 and 
132 were split decisions. 

There were 63 tax judg¬ 
ments handed down by the 
Federal Court of Canada (or 
its predecessor, the exchequer 
court) in 1971, compared with 
52 decision* in 1970. The tax¬ 
payer won 19 cases in 1971 (17 
in 1970). the department 37 
(31 in 1970) and there were 
seven divided decisions. 

Further analysis of the ex¬ 
chequer decisions indicates 
that where the taxpayer sp¬ 
iraled directly to the court, 
tie won 17 out of. 42. Where he 
appealed from a decision of 
the tax appeal )>oard he won 
only two out of 21. 

There were 15 estate tax 
decisions In 1971. Score was 
taxpayers 6. department 7 
and 2 split. Three sales and 
excise tax cases were report¬ 
ed and all were won by the 
crown. 

In the provincial courts, 17 
matters relating to tax litiga- 
tiorMvere heard compared to 
15 in 1970. Of these 17. the 
taxpayers won 7, (lie crown 4 
and there were 6 eplit deci¬ 
sion*.

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Report Slaps 
Communication 
By Scientists

OTTAWA (CP)—Sci¬ 
entists who spend up to 
$255 million a year in un¬ 
fettered pursuit of new 
knowledge for its own 
sake do a poor job of tell¬ 
ing about it to the tax¬ 
payers who foot the bill, 
suggests a study done for 
the Science Council of 
Canada. 

They need to find better 
way* of communicating or the 
day may come when public 
and politicians will opt to 
spend the money for parks, 
art centres. JTockey Canada 
or the CBC. says Dr. Peter 
Kruus. author of the study. 

He sees signs, in things like 
Increased attendance at mu¬ 
seums. of considerable and 
growing public interest, in 
science as a cultural pursuit. 

The interest would be far 
greater “if scientists could 
communicate better with the 
public and transmit to the 
people the exhilaration that 
discovery of new, timeless 
knowledge can bring." 

“Perhaps bask researchers 
have been too hesitant in at¬ 
tempting to communicate 
with the public and share with 
it the excitement of their 
activity." 

Dr. Kruus, u physical 
chemist at Carleto i Universi¬ 
ty here. qucXes wt h approval 
the statement of oie scientist 
that “if you caraot explain 
science in simple te-ms to the 
layman, you have not under¬ 
stood it yourself." 

He warns that public atti¬ 
tudes are changing from *he 
days when neither the man in 
the street nor the politician 
really questioned the desir- 
ab lity of Increases in science. 

. vt a news conference 
W-dnesday. Dr. Kruus said 
thL' growing questioning of 
science -pending makes some 
basic scilnots feel threat¬ 
ened. 

The “religious fanaticism" 
with which they seek to de¬ 
fend spending on research for 
its own sake, not for utilitari¬ 
an values, may reflect an ef¬ 
fort to impress the public with 
the importance of basic re¬ 
search. 

Dr. Kruus identifies a var¬ 


iety of benefits from the basic 
research that is undertaken 
solely to discover new know¬ 
ledge, which he defines as 
"free bask research." 

He says current levels must 
be maintained in universities 
where it is an essential to 
higher education. * 

However, he suggests more 
funds be supplied for basic 
research intended t6 fill in 
knowledge gaps hampering 
achievement of specific mis¬ 
sions such as improved health 
care. - A 

He estimates that support 
for this •"oriented task re¬ 
search" in universities now Is 
slightly less th~<i the amount 
of support tr: "free basic re- 
*.arch." ii«e type of research 
that nas no relationship to 
any mission or problem. 

In government laboratories, 
"free basic research" should 
he supported -almost entirely 

• in highly-qualified research 
groups such as that as¬ 
sembled around Dr. Gerhard 
Herzberg. the National Re- 
search Council scientist 
awarded a Nobel Prize for 

• chemistry this year. 

Discussing scientists’ com¬ 
munications problems. Dr. 
Kruus says a main reason Is 
that science education has 
been "a very insular kind of 
education." 

Until recently scientists I 
seemed almost totally un¬ 
aware of such matters as 
science policy. Their initial 
antagonism to it was fading 
now. due partly to a greater 
social sense among the 
younger scientists. 

The "fanaticism" about 
basic research remaining un- 
»\-*tered by public p^ley con- 
rxsideraiiv^r.r may have been 
more "polarized” in Canada 
because of the powerful influ¬ 
ence exerted by a former 
president of NRC. Dr. E. W. 
R. Steacie. whose strong 
views had set the tone of re¬ 
search training in universi¬ 
ties. _

NEW YORK (UPI) T The 
U.S. national council of 
churches criticized 10 major 
Protestant denominations 
Wednesday for showing a lack 
of ethical and moral concern 
in investing a total of $203 
million in companies which 
hold military contracts. 

Spokesmen for a number of 
the churches said they al¬ 
ready were concerned about 
investment policies .and were 
reviewing them. 

The national council, which 
represents some 30 Protestant 
and Orthodox denominations, 
included itself in blaming 
churches for “placing them¬ 
selves in complicity with the 


irresponsible, immoral and 
socially injurious acts” of 
some 29 corporations. It ad¬ 
mitted having $332,831 invest* 
ed in five of the corporations, 
representing 11.7 per cent of 
the council’s total investment 
portfolio. 

The council’s corporate in¬ 
formation centre said a study 
shows that the most culpable 
of the denominations often 
had been in the forefront of 
church condemnation of the 
Vietnamese war. It put much 
. of the blame for what ap¬ 
peared to be split-level ethical 
sensitivity to the fact that the 
denominations’ investment 
committees are generally 


made up of >corporate and t\r 
nancial executives who are 
motivated only by profits. 

The church, unlike other In¬ 
vestors. has a tradition of 
being a moral leader of soci¬ 
ety and thus "has a special 
obligation to question com- 
. plicity” with corporations 
manufacturing armaments, 
the report said. 

Instead, "the churches are 
providing an important 
amount of.economic support 
for the military-industrial 
complex and the war in 
Southeast Asia* and ‘ assist¬ 
ing in the manufacture and 
use of weapons of mass 
human and environmental de¬ 
struction.”

Paul 
Grieve told council the situa¬ 
tion required immediate ac¬ 
tion and claimed the logging 
was in contravention of the 
municipal bylaw which zoned 
the land as rural. 

Developer A. S» Baines said 
Wednesday that the work has 
temporarily ceased because 
of the stop-work order. 

"This is strictly a political 
deal," Bains said, adding that 
he is prepared to "go’ all the 
way" to have municipal coun¬ 
cil reconsider its order. 

Victoria lawyer M. D. W. 
Young, acting for Bains, said, 
in an interview also on 
Wednesday that lie has asked 
tiie municipality to reconsider 
its motion and have the 
- "order rescinded" or action 
will be sought in Supreme 
Court to have the stop-work 
order set aside. 

"It is our opinion that coun¬ 
cil has exceeded its jurisdic¬ 
tion." Young said. 

He also said damages would 
be sought If the dispute is 
taken to court. 

Bains said he is fighting for 
a principle. 

"If council stops me from 
clearing trees from my prop¬ 
erty then I’ll insist that clear¬ 
ing , of land throughout the 
municipality be stopped.” 

Bains insists that he is not 
logging the land indiscrim¬ 
inately because he is only tak¬ 
ing out the big trees and in¬ 
tends to leave all trees under 
12 inches In diameter. 

The developer emphasized 
he was not doing anything il¬ 
legal on the acreage. 

“I have no plans presently 
for the property but because 
it is zoned as rural I can use 
It for stock-raising if I wish." 

A municipal official agreed 
with the developer’8 state¬ 
ment. 

"It is my interpretation of 
rural zoning that he can raise 
a herd of pigs on it if he 
wishes," the official said. • 
Council's action came Mon¬ 
day as a result of 16 protest 
letters froin ratepayers who 
live to die north of the 25 
acres. ‘Most of the letters 
claimed that cutting of trees 
would cause excessive water 
runoff which would affect 
their properties.

Mackling said in an inter¬ 
view he has agreed to a re¬ 
quest from the Manitoba 
Human Rights Commission 
that a prosecution proceed 
against the northwestern 
Manitoba town. 

He said the practice of fir¬ 
ing the employees once they 
marry "from all appearances 
is a clear contravention of the 
Human Rights Act," which 
does not permit discrimi¬ 
nation by sex in hiring prac¬ 
tices. 

Last summer the Daupin 
local of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees complained 
to the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion that town council refused 
to delete a clause in the un¬ 
ion’s Collective agreem**-.'* 
which permits the produce. 

The clause Lhows the town 
to "reserve the right to con¬ 
tinue its long-standing prac¬ 
tice w-hereby it may termi¬ 
nate the employment of any 
female employee upon her 
marriage by reasonable no¬ 
tice.” 

Union spokesmen say the 
town has acted on this clause 
at least twice in the last two 
years and has notified a 20- 
year-old clerk she will be dis¬ 
missed when she marries this 
April. 

Dauphin Mayor Andy New¬ 
ton said the clause was ac¬ 
cepted after several months 
of negotiation with the union 


and that the town does not in¬ 
tend to end the practice. He 
said there have been com¬ 


plaints in past that too 
many municipal jobs were 
held by married women.

Canada’s new bail-reform 
law, which went into effect 
last ’weekend, went through 
its first test Wednesday in 
Victoria Provincial Court 
and the result was a refusal 
by Judge William Ostlef to 


eliminate bail for a 24-year- 
old Victoria man. 

Bail had been set at $500 for 
the man, Jeffrey Charles 
French of 3579 Quadra, when 
he was charged Dec. 24 with 
possession the day before in 


Victoria or Saanich of mari¬ 
juana and-hashish. - 

The new laws say persons 
facing such charges can be 
released without bail unless 
the prosecutor can show 
cause why the shouldn't be.

not need hexachlorophene as 
a preservative. 

In addition to the specific 
limitations, the regulations 
would require that any anti¬ 
bacterial agent intended for 
long-term daily use must be 
proved safe and effective be¬ 
fore marketing. FDA said it 
was taking this step largely to 
guard against widespread 
switching to hexachlorophene 
substitute! that might be haz-, 
ardous. 

FDA said It knew of no 
human harm caused by hex¬ 
achlorophene "under recom¬ 
mended or normal conditions 
of use.” 

“However, animal studies 
and abnormal use have shown 
toxicity," FDA said. The ref¬ 
erence was to studies in 
which animals bathed with 
hexachlorophene solutions de¬ 
veloped measurable amounts 
of-the' chemical in their blood, 
resulting in brain damage.

Wednesday. Hutchison 
began the inquiry by claiming 
the bail set before the laws 
were changed was still valid. 
Ostler said he would agree If 
tlie bail had been put up for 
French, but it hadn't been so 
more evidence was needed. 

Hutchison then presented 
evidence of an Immigration 
Act matter Involving French 
and said Parliament might 
have made an error in the new 
laws — they mifeht be read to 
mean a person held on two 
unrelated matters could never 
get bail because a judge 
couldn't grant bail in one case 
while the person was held on 
the other. And vice versa. 

Defence lawyer Peter 
Fraser said this would mean 
that one charge was "always 
hackstopping the other . . . 
they would spin endlessly in 
circles. That would be patent¬ 
ly wrong.” 

Ostler agreed there was "an 
unfortunate ambiguity” in 
parts of the new laws dealing 
with the ability of judges to 
act on certain matters. 

He at first considered issu¬ 
ing a no-bail order on 
French’s narcotics charge 
that would go into effect as 
soon as any other matter was 
cleared up. But that was 
ruled out by another section 
of the new laws which says 
anyone named in such an 
order "shall be released forth¬ 
with.” 

Ostler’s final decision was 
to refuse any change in bail 
and to suggest Fraser bring 
k his client back when any 
other matters were settled. 

He also put into force still 
another scection of the new 
laws, which bans publication 
of evidence about other mat¬ 
ters against an accused per¬ 
son because of possible preju¬ 
dice to his trial, if one is held.

Saanich Man Flays Galleries 

Artist Recalling 
250 of His Works

Internationally-known artist 
Herbert Siebner had his own 
D-Day — Devaluation Day t- 
Jan. 1. but he doesn’t know 
yet how it’s going to work out. 

Since Jan. 1 his work has 
not been available for sale or 
loan for rental in galleries or 
museums that require com¬ 
missions from him and will 
not be on display at exhibitions 
unless si>onsored by the gal¬ 
lery or institution involved. 

Siebner is recalling some 
250 -of his paintings, graphics 
and sculptures front 15 galler¬ 
ies in Canada, The United 
States, and Europe, including 
four paintings from the 
greater Victoria Art AgaHery. 

Siebner said Tuesday * that 
he had not received a reply to 
the letter he sent Dec 17 to 
art galleries exhibiting his 
work.. informing them of his 
move. 

In it he stated:. 

“This letter is con i: 
you. — as it comes to the 
other galleries and art galler¬ 
ies which represent my work 
in Canada, the U.S.A. and 
Europe - to ask you. to be so 
kind and return my original 
art-work (paintings, graphics 
and’ sculpture) — as the chil¬ 
dren like to come home again. 

"In case yoq would like to 
have or represent my work, 
you have the chance to ]>ur- 
chase it for half (50 per cent) 
of the current market value.” 

In an interview this week in 
the living room of his home at 
270 ' Meadowbrook. Saanich. 
Siebner quietly explained why 
he had decided to take this 
action now. 

Around him were some of 
paintings, sketches, 
sculptures and werks of art 
he has created in his career 
as an artist. 

"The real motive behind my 
move is to get away irom valu¬ 
ation.” he said. “A piece of 
broad you cdh tax because it 
has a use. a function, but art 
matters according to _how 
much joy or sadness' or feel¬ 
ing you get from it." 

He sees the federal govern¬ 
ment’s tax on valuable art ob¬ 
jects and the Dec. 31 Valua¬ 
tion Day as typical of the pre¬ 
valent attitude toward art in 
Canada — that art only ftas 
value when It brings profit, 
but not when it just brings 
pleasure.

It’s this attitude that results 
in the shabby treatment of art 
and artists in Canada, he 
says, with artists being ex¬ 
ploited by galleries and art 
dealers who charge them high 
commissions to sell and exhib¬ 
it their works.

Artists are also taken ad¬ 
vantage of by companies or 
galleries that print reproduc¬ 
tions of their pictures without 
giving the artists any royal¬ 
ties. 

"Neither the CPR or the 
Canadian government has 
ever, to my knowledge, paid a 
penny in royalties for their 
posters of the paintings of the 
Group of Seven.’’ he said. 

“If a musician, pho¬ 
tographer. writer or poet is 
published or perform*, they 
get a fee—an artist gets noth¬ 
ing.” 

Siebner said his idea for re¬

The Houseleek 



I wrote a piece last summer about 
the three A’s of the beginner's rock gar¬ 
den — Aubrietia, Arabis and Aiyssuni, 
aU of them as easy to grow aa radishes. 
Today I'd like to tootle my horn in 
honor of another easy alpine plant, the 
Sempervivum or Houseleek. 

If anything, these are even easier to 
grow than the ubiquitous three A 1 *, and 
there, must be scarcely a rock garden 
anywhere that doesn’t contain at least 
one variety. And yet, with all their ease 
of culture, they are not always dia-l 
played to best advantage. 

To look their best and to produce the 
tight, closely packed colonies of highly 
colored rosettes.'they must be grown in 
poor, hungry soil. It is the nature of the 
Houseleek to revel in arid, sun-luiKed 
spots where hardly anything else will 
grow. 

On one occasion, in chatting with a 
fellow enthusiast about this plant, he 
used this expression: *1 believe it 
would grow even on a tin roof.” Believe 
it or not. a week or two later I actually 
saw some of the common "hens and 
chickens” houseleeks growing in a bit 
of dirt collected in the troughs of a cor¬ 
rugated iron roof! 

_As a matter of fact, this houseleek 

was at one time deliberately planted in 


the thatched roofs of English cottages 
in the belief that it would ward off light¬ 
ning. In earlier days it was used, too. 
as a cure for earache the thick fleshy 
leaves being boiled and inserted hot in 
the ear. 

A few years ago I was given a 
present .of half a dozen plants of Sem- 
•pervivum tec to rum tristc, which is a 
particularly good form of the common 
hens and chickens houseleek. I planted 
these in a number of different spots in 
our small rock garden, some <,n bafe 
ledges of rock with just a handful of soil 
and grit over the roots, some in pockets 
of good soil, and a oouple crammed into 
verticle crevices in the rock.

The ones in good soil multiplied rap¬ 
idly, and each mother hen soon had a 
flock of baby chicks clustered closely 
around her. The individual rosettes 
were more open tnan they should have 
been, though — rather like a blown 
bruasds sprout - and they displayed 
none of they* characteristic coloring 
they were almost plain green. • u 

In contrast, the specimens in the 
poorer situations didn’t spread anything 
like as rapidly, but the rosettes were 
much tighter and the coloring was deep 
and rich. 


It is a mistake, then, to coddle theae 
plants. Set them out where they have to 
push their long, thin roots into the rock 
fissures in search of moisture, and they 
will rewnrd you with their best habits 
and colorings. 

The Cobweb Jva. Meek. Semper¬ 
vivum arachnoideuraX lo>ks especially 
handsome If you plant*n a narrow 
vertical crevice between tv*, •'ocks. 
There he will thrive and multiply, 
spreading into colonies tightly 
crammed together, and looking most at¬ 
tractive with their silvery "cobwebs’* 
stretched l>etwe.-n the points Of the 
leaves. 

The propagation of the houseleek is 
simplicity itself. Each parent rosette 
produces a number of little offsets or 
"chicken^’ clustered around itself. Sim¬ 
ply detach one of these and sit it on the 
ground where you want U to grow. No 
actual planting is required, for as long 
as the baby plant Is in merf contact 
with the soil, it will, anchor itself by 
pushing out its thread-like roots. 

With the rarer and more expensive 
kinds, it pays to root the offsets in 
small pots of gritty soil with a surfacing 
of stone chips, and give them the pro¬ 
tection of a coldframe until well and 
truly established.

After meeting with National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration officials. Nixon 
said he decided fhat "the 
United States should proceed 
at once with the development 
of an entirely new type of 
space transportation system 
designed to help transform 
the space frontier of the 1970s 
into familiar territory, easily 


accessible for human endeav¬ 
or In the 1960s and ’90s." 

Because the vehicle can 
shuttle repeatedly from Earth 
to orbit and back, Nixon said, 
"it will revolutionize transpor¬ 
tation into near space by rou- 
tinizing it; it will tak£ the as¬ 
tronomical costs out frf as¬ 
tronautics." 


Besides scientific and mili¬ 
tary applications, the space 
shuttle program will involve 
the direct employment of 
50.000 in the aerospace in¬ 
dustry, hit hard by the gradu¬ 
al closing out erf the Apollo 
program, said NASA adminis¬ 
trator James Fletcher. About 
half the jobs will be on the 
West Coast and the bulk of 


these will be in southern Cali¬ 
fornia. t 

Initial contracts won't be let 
until this summer, but 

Fletcher said most major 
aerospace companies will 

share in the shuttle program. 
He specifically mentioned Mc¬ 
Donnell - Douglas. Grumman

Plane Wreck Found 
But No Survivors 


LIMA (Reuter) — The 
'wreckage of an airliner miss¬ 
ing since Christmas Eve with 
92 persons aboard was sighted 
Wednesday 'in the north-cen¬ 
tral Peruvian jungles. There 
was no sign of passengers or 
crew reported to have sur¬ 
vived the crash. 

Air force planes spotted the 
split fuselage of the turboprop 
Lockheed Electra after fol¬ 
lowing instructions given by a 
17-yeai*old West German girl 
whp miraculously reached 
safety, despite a fractured 
collarbone, cuts and hunger. 

The girl, Jullane Margaret 
Koepcke. told authorities 
Wednesday that several 
others were alive after the 
crash. 

Juliane spent eight days In 
search of help aboard a river 
raft she made of tree 
branches. 

Two peasants found her 
Sunday evening, suffering 
from exhaustion and hunger 
on the Seboya River near its 
confluence with the Patichea 


River, not far from the jungle 
town of Tournavlsta. 

She is being treated by her 
father. Dr. Hans Koepcke, at 
the Albert Schweitzer Hospital 
near the city of Pucallpa, 475 
miles northeast of Lima, 
where he is a resident physi¬ 
cian. Her mother is missing 
in the crash. 

A Peruvian air force 
spokesman said the Lansa 
airliner crashed 47 mites 
short of Pucallpa, its only 
scheduled stopover on a 
Christmas special flight from 
Lima to the northern city of 
Iquitos, and 20 miles from 
where the girl was found. 


Bricks Tumble 

LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) -

damaged 20-storey building 
Wednesday and sent 20,000 
bricks tumbling fro^n the 
ninth floor to a back alley and 
a parking lot.

He said that uny warning 
signs would have to conform 
with the Motor Vehicle Act 
and suggested that overhead 
flashing amber and red lights 
at the ends of the bridge, plus 
a large sign giving adequate 
warning that it is a single 
lane bridge, are required. 

Superintendent of works 
Larry Benoche and' Cornish 
are studying maps and plans 
of the present street lighting 
within the area to determine 
whether repositioning of some 
of the lights to the approaches 
of the bridge would help to 
eliminate the hazard to tht 
area.

MILL BAY — Ensconced in 
his rustic lodge, a fire crack¬

Retired in 1970 as hepd of 
the Genetics Department at 
the University ol Alberta, he 
chose Mill Bay jus his new 
home. 

To try and reconcile John¬ 
son’s method of retirement, 
however, with the dictionary 
definition of the work, Js to 
see polarity in uction. 

Webster's Unabridged de- 
• furfc retirement as a shift 
from « business or active life 
to a private one. For'Johnson, 
it has been a move from a 
busy life to an even busier 
one.. 

This paradox ccnUtfs on 


Johnson the writer, anti John- 
som the man of all trades. In 
the latter role, he built the 
lodge in which he does his 
writing, installed electricity 
and a septic tank system. He 
has surrounded his home with 
an orchard and last summer 
planted a garden. 

He is also an avid coin col¬ 
lector. has a tare book’library 
and is an expert on diamonds. 
When asked if he was ever 
bored, Johnson looked sur¬ 
prised and replied: "Why, I 
don’t think that could ever 
happen - there are too many 
good books in the world." 

Author of five novels, h# 
has also written several tech¬ 
nical volumes on mathemat¬ 
ical genetics and has 4 just 
completed his rfreihoirv This 
display of industry is a cons¬ 
cious attempt on Johnson's 
l>art to loyestail what he con¬ 


sidered inevitable 8 the 
process - of senility. 

"I wanted a place for my 
retirement where I could he 
kept fully occupied. I have 
always been motivated by 
creating things - - tt Is stimu¬ 
lating and inspiring to see 
what one can do.” 

At 66 Johnson says he con¬ 
stantly experiences a "feeling 
.of well being." Part of this, 
he felt, was due to the amohnt 
of heavy wofck he does each 
day. Always 1 interested in 
keeping fit, he has relegated 
his barbells to the closet since 
the move to.Mill .Bay. 

"I ve lost 12 pobnds and eat 
more than I did before retire¬ 
ment" he explained, pointing 
out results of digging a six- 
foot septic t^rnk. 

The. first forest genetieist in 
"Canada, he developed hybrids 
of nil the economic forest 
trees. 


Working in this..field until 
1946, he moved to Florida to 
teach genetics to war veter¬ 
ans as part of a government 
program to assist GIs in pre¬ 
paring for civilian life. 

•ft* spent most of the years 
between 1948 ahd 1970 teach¬ 
ing in Edmonton, with several 
years working in plant gene¬ 
tics in other spots on the 
gJobe. 

These included a stint in 
Damascus, Syria, planning 
and developing a plant re¬ 
search station and a two-year 
term working Tor the Ford 
Foundation in the Phillipines 
and Pakistan doing research 
on rice. 

Recalling the time spent in 
Pakistan, Johnson said he had 
experienced a leeling of grati¬ 
tude at being buck in Canada. 

He and his family of four 
had lived -in a large house, 
complete with servants and 


gardens in one of the residen¬ 
tial districts in Dacca. Next 
door lived several -families in 
a house without a roof, rol>- 
bing them of any' protection 
they might have had against 
the monsoon rains. 

"I would sit. after dinner 
with my newspaper and cigar, 
fertmg 'all’s right with world’ 
until I would be haunted by 
the spectre of the people next 
door. I didn’t enjoy many din¬ 
ners.” 

Johnson views the present 
Pakistan situation objectively,^ 
saying: "They are not a vi¬ 
cious people, just emotional, 
with a tendency to be violent 
when in a large group.” 

He is busy with future plans 
to give much thought to such 
past experiences.. “I have 
many things planned — one is 
btiilding a water pumping sta¬ 
tion to use in the dry summer 
months.”

VANCOUVER (CP) - An 
American aeronautical scien¬ 
tist said Wednesday vortex 
air turbulence from a jeUair- 
liner caused the fatal crash of 
a twin-engine Aztec aircraft 
in the Gulf of Georgia off 
Vancouver International Air¬ 
port April 22, 19(58. * • 

Dr. Jack Neilsen of Los 
Altos Hills, Calif., was testify¬ 
ing before Mr. Justice Peter 
Seaton in B.C. Supreme Court 
in a damage action brought 
by the widows of two passen¬ 
gers killed in the crash. 

The aircraft pluriged into j 
the gulf about three miles off i 
the end of the runway, killing 1 
pilot John Edward Boak and 
his two passengers, Charles 
Rayrriond SeXtcn and Ernest 
Edwin Wilson. 

The light plane was making 
a landing approach behind a 
Boeing 707 jet airliner when 
the crash occurred. 

Neilsen said scientific stu¬ 
dies of data on all known 
phases’ of the crash place the 
Aztec six to nine miles behind 
the jet as the airliner reached 
its approximate touchdown 
position over the runway in a 
practice pass. The Aztec's al¬ 
titude at that point was be¬ 
tween 600 and 700 feet; 

The twin-engine plane at 
this*state became caught in 
one of two rotating vortices 
which form a continuous rib¬ 
bon of turbulence trailing an 
airliner. It was sent out of 
control and crashed into the 
water, Neilsen said. 

Mrs. Sexton and Mrs. Wil¬ 
son are suing the estate of the 
pilot and the transport depart¬ 
ment controller who was on 
duty In the airport tower at 
the time of the crafch, claim¬ 
ing the dangerous phenome¬ 
non of "wing-tip vortices" 
from the jet airliner caused 
the crash by entrapping the 
lighter plane. 

Neilsen also told John 
Steeves, counsel for the estate 
of the Aztec pilot, that consid¬ 
erably less was known about 
the vortex phenomenon at the 
time of the crash than is

MILL BAY — Ensconced in 
his rustic lodge, a fire crack¬ 
ling. surrounded by -two dogs, 
2600 pounds of books and a 
lifelong collection of memora¬ 
bilia. l3r.

Retired in 1970 as head of 
the Genetics Department at 
the University of Alberta, he 
chose Mill Bay as his new 
home. 

To tre and reconcile John¬ 
son’s method of retirement, 
however, with the dictionary 
definition of the work, is to 
see polarity in action. 

Webster’s Unabridged de¬ 
fines retirement as a shift; 
from a business or active life 
to a private one. For Johnson, 
it has been a move from a 
busy life to an even busier 
one.

Johnson the writer, and John¬ 
son. the man of all trades. In 
fhe latter rede, he built tiie 
lodge, in which he does his 
writing, installed electricity 
and'a septic tank syslem. lie 
has surrounded his home with 
an orchard and last*summer 
planted a garden. 

He is also'an avid-coin col¬ 
lector, has a rare book library 
and is an expert on diamonds. 
When asked if he was ever 
bored, Johnson looked sur¬ 
prised And replied: ."Why, I 
don’t tliinR thut could ever 
happen - there are too many 
’good llooks in the world." 

Author of five novels, he 
has also written several tech¬ 
nical volumes on mathemat¬ 
ical genetics and has just 
completed his memoirs. This 
display of industry Is a cons¬ 
cious attempt on Johnson’s 
’ part to forestall what he con¬ 


sidered inevitable 8 tlie 
process of senility, y 

"I wanted a place for my 
retirement where 1 could be 
kept fully occupied. I have 
always been motivated by 
creating things — at is stimu¬ 
lating and inspiring to see 
what one can do." 

At 66 Johnson says he con¬ 
stantly experiences a "feeling 
of well being." Part of this, 
he felt, was due to the amount 
«if heavy work he does ^ach 
day. Always interested in 
keeping fit, he has relegated 
his harhellg to the closet since 
the move to Mil! Bay. 

‘Tve lost 12 pounds and eat 
more than I did before retire- 
anient” he explained, pointing 
out results of digging a six- 
foot septic tank.

Working in this field until 
1946, he mqved to Florida to 
teach genetics to war veter¬ 
ans as part of a government 
program to assist GIs in pre¬ 
paring for civilian life. 

He spent most of the years 
between 1948 and 1970 teach¬ 
ing in Edmonton, with several 
years working in plant gene¬ 
tics in other spots on the 
globe. 

These included a stint in 
Damascus. Syria, planning 
and developing a plant re¬ 
search station and a two-year 
term working for the Ford 
Foundation in the Phillipines 
and Pakistan doing research 
on rice. 

Recalling the time spent in 
Pakistan, Johnson said he had 
experienced a feeling of grati¬ 
tude at being back'in Canada. 

He and his family of four 
had lived in a large house, 
eoinplgte witty servants ajid 


gardens in one of the residen¬ 
tial 'districts in Dacca. Next 
door lived several families in 
o house without a roof, roli- 
bing them of any protection 
they might have had against 
the monsoon drains. 

*‘I would sit. after dinner, 
with my newspaper and cigar, 
feeling ’all’s right with world’ 
until I would lie haunted by 
the spectre of the jieople next 
door. I didn't enjoy many din¬ 
ners." 

Johnson views the present 
Pakistan situation objectively, 
saying: "They are not, a vi¬ 
cious people, just emotional, 
with a tendency to be violent 
when in a larfje group." 

He is busy wjth future plans 
To give much thought to such 
past experiences.

The aircraft plunged into 
the gulf about three miles off 
the end of the runway, killing 1 
pilot John Edward Boak and 
his two t passengers. Charles 
Raymond Sexton and Ernest i 
Edwin Wilson. 

The light plane w-as making 
a landing approach behind a 
Boeing 707 jet airliner when 
the crash occurred.

Conflicting Testimony 


Adjourns Inquest Again 


Conflicting testimony and 
an apparent language barrier 
Wednesday night sent the in¬ 
quest into the death of Gail 
Wickens. 30. of 420 Brook- 
leigh, Saanich, into its fifth 
session which was set for Jan. 
13 at 7:30 p m. in Saanich 
courtroom. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre St. 
Jorre said: “In view of the 
conflicting testimony I feel it 
will be serving the best inter¬ 
ests of justice” in granting 
the adjournment to enable 
witness John Persona of 3141 
Yew. to be questioned through 
a Polish interpreter. 

The inquest is probing the 
traffic death of Mrs. Wickens 
at 8:30 a.m. Nov. 24 at Say- 
ward and Patricia Bay High¬ 
way. She died after a car 
southbound on the highway 
was in collision with her car 
and drove it into a northbound 
RCMP car, waiting for a red 
light to change. 

Persona, speaking in broken 
English, seemed to fail to 
romprehend questions asked 
him. and said ^ had been 
driving southbound in his 
truck but had arrived at the 
accident scene too late to see 
anything. 

Evidence introduced by 
Saanich police Const. David 
Mc Donald, however, indicated 
Persona had made a state¬ 
ment Dec. 4 at his own tome, 
in which he said the car driv¬ 
en by Carl Turner, 36, 10018 
SiddaU.'

Tass reported Bukovsky re¬ 
ceived the maximum term of 
seven years imprisonment 
and five years Internal exile.

Bukovsky already has served 
three years in’ labor catnps 
and two in insane asylums for 
his political activities.

There-were no Injuries and 
the cause of the derailment 
was not immediately known. 

Railway spokesmen said the 
105-car train was on the way 
to Roberts Bank superport 
with a load, of coal from Spar- 
wood when the derailment oc¬ 
curred at about 6:^0 p.m. at 
the east end of a tunnel. The 
line was expected to be 
blocked at least 24 hours..

William Irwin, commission 
superintendent, said Wednes¬ 
day the inquiries will deter¬ 
mine whether or not the On¬ 
tario holding company violat¬ 
ed B.C.’s insider trading legis¬ 
lation in its dealings in shares 
of B.C.-based Kaiser Re¬ 
sources. 

The shares transaction was 
reported Wednesday by the 
Wall Street Journal. The Jour¬ 
nal ^aid the crucial question 
is whether the Kaiser execu¬ 
tives sold their shares at a 
profit on the basis of insider 
information that Kaiser Re¬ 
sources coal production in 
B.C. was “falling far short of 
expectations.” 

The.-original offering of 
Kaiser Resources shares was 
made at SI2. The shares trad¬ 
ed as high as $22.25. but are 
selling now at about $4 a 
share.' 

Irwin said he has directed 
his inquiries to the Ontario 
Securities Commission. He 
said he wants to know the

But No Survivors 


LIMA (ReulerLs— The' 
wreckage of an airliner miss¬ 
ing since Christmas Eve with 
92 ;*ersons aboard was sighted 
Wednesday in the north-cen¬ 
tral Peruvian jungles. There 
was no sign of passengers or 
crow reported to have sur¬ 
vived the crash. 

.Air force planes spotted the 
split fuselage of the turboprop 
1-ockheed . Electra after fol¬ 
lowing instructions given by a 
17-year-old West German girl 
who miraculously reached 
Safety, 'despite a fractured 
collarbone, cuts and hunger. 

The girl, Juliane Margaret 
Koepcke. told authorities 
Wednesday that several 
others were alive after the 
crash. 

• ‘(Juliane spent eight days in; 
search of help aboard* a river 
raft she made of tree 
branches. 

Two peasants found her 
Sunday evening, sufferirtJT' 
from exhaustion and hunger 
on the Seboya River near its 
confluence with the Patichea 


River, not far from the jungle 
town of Tnumavista. 

She is being treated by her 
father. Dr. Hans Koepcke. at 
the Albert Schweitzer Hospital 
near the city of Pucallpa. 475 
miles northeast of Lima, 
where he is a resident physi¬ 
cian. Her mother is missing 
Eh the crash. 

A Peruvian air force 
spokesman said the Lansa 
airliner crashed 47 miles 
short of Pucallpa. its only 
• scheduled stopover on a 
Chiistmfis special flight from 
Lima to the northern city of 
Iquitos, and 20 miles from 
where the girl was found.

After dragging herself from 
under the tangle of bodies, 
Miss Koepcke said she - saw 
several survivors wandering 
about the plane wreckage and 
the surrounding jungle. Her- 
mother was not among them, 
nor did she see her among the 
dead.

“This report se^s forth fla¬ 
grant and widespread 
abuses.” said Justice Jacob 
Grumet of New York State 
Supreme Court as lie signed 
the report.
